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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kay '463. As for claim 1, Kay '463 discloses, Fig. 1 , A panel system 
for forming poured concrete walls comprising: a first panel 13/15 having a top and a 
bottom and a side lying in a first plane, a second panel 18 having a top and a bottom 
and a side lying in a second plane, a brick ledge form 14 having first and second 
adjacent sections, each section having a top surface and a bottom surface, means for 
securing said bottom surface of said first section of said brick ledge form to said top of 
said first panel so that said second section of said brick ledge form lies in a plane 
generally perpendicular to said first plane of said first panel, said bottom of said second 
panel being positioned on said top surface of said second section of said brick ledge 
form so that said second plane of said second panel 18 is positioned in a plane parallel 
to said first plane but spaced apart from said first plane by a predetermined distance. 
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As for claim 2, the spacing between planes of panel 13 and panel 18 can be 
considered as a distance corresponding to a width of a "standard" brick. 

As for claim 5, the "brick ledge form" 14 is planar thus the first and second 
sections of the "brick ledge form" are planar. 

As for claims 7 and 8, openings within the top 15 of the first panel 13/15 register 
with openings of the "brick ledge form" 14 allowing pins, (page 2, line 8), to extend 
therethrough. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 4, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kay '463 in view of Spartz '599. 

Kay does not appear to specifically disclose form panel elements of aluminum. 
However, Spartz '599 teaches utilization of aluminum form panel segments. Therefore, 
to have formed the form panel elements 13/15, 14, 18 of Kay '463 of aluminum, thus 
realizing the advantages of aluminum such as strength with lightness of weight, would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made as taught by Spartz '599. As sated above Kay '463 discloses a pin to hold the 
form elements together. In any event, to have provided Kay '463 with a "pin" to fasten 
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the form elements together would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made as taught by Kay '463 at line 8 of page 2. 

Claims 6 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
